Selections 
were lade on. the basis ot authenticity, suitability for children and 
Touth, and relevance in today's world. Only a few entries predate 
1965. Ho aaterials were included which were considered condenscendimg 
or degrading to any ethnic garoup. citations are arranged 
alplAbetically by title under each^f the four ethnic iiinority 
headings. Filas are listed first, followed by filastrips. Title, 
produ&er and/or distributor, release date, gi;ade' level, and soae 
aedia characteristics are listed with each annotation.

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IMmODUCTION 



The selectil resources amiotated in this bibliography concentrate* 
on educationul films, and filmrftrips for teaching about four ethnic 
American minorities— Mro-American, Native American Indian, "or^ntal 
American, and Spanish-Speaking American. Some are designed for pri- 
mary and elementary grades. Others are more suitable for secondary 
and college curricula. Still others, are of a general nature designed 
to provide information for youth and adults. An effort has been ma^e 
to focus on. multi-cultural materials which assist in teaching an , ^ 
appreciation and understanding of differences in others. 

Schools thi^ughout the country are struggling with the task Of 
including in their educational programs curriculum materials of a 
pluralistic nature, relevant to npn-white middle class children and, 
youth. Our great concern is to provide" minority children an educafeional 
environment with which they can identify, and a safe and comfortable 
atmosphere in'Vhich they can continue , to grow and learn— a surrounding 
in which they value thmselves as important human beings who take prido 
• in their own ethnic heritage, whatever the origin. v 

If one believes tfiat the schools must dtevelop a better understand- 
ing of the implications of the social and psychological dynaftiicG of 
cultural differen^ces and translate this understanding "into educational / 
"^p^bgrams, then the teacher must reflect this in curriculum development. 
^ Since all children learn better when the content of the curriculum is 
tuned to their own ixperience, it seems o^ous that a wider and more 
diverse selection oE instructional media of a multi^ultdral content is 

■essential, ■ . ■ / . 

Information about the films and filmstrips included here was 
collected during late 1973 and 1974, with the finnl choices l^eing made 
in 1975. The author contacted such sources as university film libraries, 
producers, distributors, television inventories, and the Educational
